Antioch takes on DUI offenders

Rating in the "top five" isn't nec- 
essarily a good thing. According to 
Ron Pavlock of the Illinois 
Department of Transportation, Lake 
County is number three in the State 
of Illinois for alcohol-related acci- 
dents and fatalities as a result of 
people driving under the influence. 

Three members of the Antioch 
Police Department have distin- 
guished themselves for their high 
number of DUI arrests, arrests that 
contribute to a leveling off DUI acci- 
dents as well as the injuries and 
fatalities that result. Officer William 
Splitt tops the list with 49 DUI 



arrests in the past two years followed 
by Officer Geoffrey Guttschow with 
32 and Sgt. James Ruth with 26. 

"It's a privilege to be here," said 
Pavlock, who was an officer himself 
for many years prior to his work for 
the Illinois' Department of 
Transportation. 

The officers were awarded cer- 
tificates and pins for their efforts. 
Each pin had the number of DUI 
arrests made by each officer. 

"1 have a pin for 50 arrests for 
Officer Splitt," said Pavlock. "Watch 
out, out there," 

i Pavlock said last year there were 
21,358 DUI arrests in the state. 

"These officers are making a 
great impact," he said. 



Extracurricular activities 
warrant random drug tests

Beginning fall term 2003,. stu- 
dents at Antioch Community High 
School District 117 participating in 
extracurricular activities will be sub- 
jected to random drug testing. 

Supt. Dennis Hockney said the 
board began considering random 
drug testing after the U.S. Supreme 
Court upheld (June 27, 2002) that a 
school district in Tecumseh, Okla., 
had not violated the Fourth 
Amendment when it required stu- 
dents to consent to urinalysis testing 
for . drugs to participate in any 
extracurricular activity. Measures to 
instate-random drug testing Vyere 
approved at the last regular board of 
education meeting. 

Zion-Benton, Township -High 
School uses rahdoffi drug tests' for Its 
atliletics program. 

Though procedures have not 
been put in place at this time, . 
Hockney said students who fail the 
drug tests could not be suspended 
from school though they may be 
limited or exempt from participation 
in after school activities. "It will 
depend on the severity of the infrac- 



tion," he said. . 

Urinalysis tests will be used to 
determine the presence of marijua- 
na, cocaine, amphetamines and bar- 
biturates but not steroids. 

Phil Delany, board of education 
president, cast the only dissenting 
vote. He said, "I disagree with the 
Supreme Court ruling. To me, this . 
goes back to the issue of probable 
cause." 

It took months of working with 
the Antioch Police Department, the 
Village of Antioch, and attorneys on 
all sides for the board of education to 
approve and sign a memorandum of 
understanding that would allow the 
police department to use its drug- 
sniffing K-9 unit to check for drugs. 

"These are two distinct issues," 
said Hockney. "This will likely be 
done through the dean's office and 
is under the control and operation of 
the school." 

In the Tecumseh case; the 
, Supreme Court ruled that the policy 
"is a reasonable, means of furthering 
the school district's important inter- 
est in preventing and deterring drug 
use among its schoolchildren." 

Hockney said there is a lesser 
expectation of privacy of after school 



events as they are voluntary, and 
students participating in them rep- 
resent the school both at and away 
from the campus. 

. He added that the board favored 
adopting the measure, in part, 
because the American Drug and 
Alcohol Survey given to all ACHS stu- 
dents in the 1997-98 school year and 
again in the 2001-02 school year indt- . 
cated that there had been a decrease 
in drug use across the board with the 
exception of athletics. 

"The board didn't want to single 
out athletics (for random testing)," 
said Hockney. "With this ruling, all 
students involved in extracurricular 
activities will be subjected to ran- 
dom testing." , 

Students who fail the random 
testing will likely be referred for 
counseling. Hockney said, "The 
point isn't to punish students, but to 
solve the problem if there is one. If a 
student needs help, we want to 
ensure it's provided." 

Police Chief Chuck Pagan said, 
"It's a continuing effort on the part 
of the board of education to keep the 
high school safe. I agree with the 
board's decision and feel it's a step 
in the right direction."

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Close said that since he will not be a can- 
didate, his efforts will go toward supporting 
the campaigns of Barbara Porch and Ralph 
Antonelli. 

Antonelli said his candidacy is structured 
around bringing the processes of local govern- 
ment back to "what they should be." 

"There is a perception that the process is 
broken," he said. "Things are not being done 
in an upright and open manner. I would like to 
see a professional attitude and style within the 
village." 

Antonelli added that he feels the village 
has gotten away from a true democracy and 
that debate should be a part of the process. 
"What is the point of having citizen input, if 
you aren't going to listen?" he questioned. "We 
ought to let people talk and weigh all the infor- 
mation." 

As to whether he feels he can work with 
the current administration after public fights, 
Antonelli said, "I can work with any reason- 
able person. The mayor and I may not agree, 
but we should be able to sit and have a discus- 
sion. I know I can do that." 

Antonelli said he sees his strengths as 
experience through being heavily involved 
with the community for the 30 years he has 
lived here as well as his ability to analyze infor- 
mation and make intelligent decisions. 

Out-of-the-limelight candidate Mary 
Turner said she would like to see a balance 



between residential and commercial uses 
within the village, and would like to see sales 
tax dollars remain at home. 

"I want to keep sales tax dollars here, but 
of course I want it done right," she said. "The 
Route 173 corridor is a start, but I would also 
like see all the empty downtown stores filled.

She added that there is no reason Antioch 
has to lose its "Norman Rockwell" feel, and 
that the village can remain beautiful even with 
commercial development. 

Turner, who has lived in Antioch her 
entire life, confirmed that she is the sister of 
village administrator Mike Haley but doesn't 
feel that would compromise her position on 
the board. 

"I'm one of 15," she said. "Two are 
deceased, but we all live here, and we're used 
to dealing with each other as family and sepa- 
rately as well. My son is a junior at the high 
school, and he has five cousins in his class, and 
many others that aren't in his class. We're used 
to it." 

Turner said she would refrain from voting 
on issues that would directly affect her broth- 
er, such as decisions about his salary. "Larry 
Hanson's brother has been in public works for 
a number of years, and it's never posed a prob- 
lem," she added.

Sweet Potato Praline Pie 

1 partially baked single 9-ln. pie crust 

2 lbs. sweet potatoes (about 4 or 5 
small) 

4 Tbl. unsafted butter, melted 

1 cup granulated sugar, or to taste 

2 medium eggs 

1/2 tsp. vanilla extract - 

1 tsp. ground ginger ; 

1 tsp. ground allspice 

1/2 cup evaporated milk, undiluted, or 

half-and-half 

Praline topping: 

1 Tbl. unsalted butter 

1 Tbl. brown, sugar, preferably brown 

crystallzed sugar 

1/2 to '2/3 cup coarsely chopped pecans 

1/4 tsp. vanilla extract 

Set aside the crust to cool. 




Meanwhile, scrub and rinse the sweet 
potatoes. Cut away the eyes or sprouts and 
discard. Place the unpeeled sweet potatoes 
In the top of a steamer and cook over boiling 
water for about 30 minutes or until tender. 

Preheat the oven to 350 degrees. 

Remove the cooked potatoes from the 
pan and drain. Peel while still warm. 

Using a fine strainer that is at least 6 
Inches in diameter, force the potatoes 
through the sieve Into a large mixing bowl or 
the bowl of a standing mixer fitted with the 
paddle attachment, pressing hard with a rub- 
ber spatula. 

Using 2 cups of the mashed potatoes, 
beat on low speed until they are light and 
fluffy. (Use. the leftover mashed potatoes. in 
pancake or biscuit batter.) .:■■■' 

Add the butter, sugar, eggs, vanilla 
extract, ginger, allspice and rum or brandy. 

Beat on medium-high speed for 2 or 3 
minutes until the filing is smooth and creamy 
and well blended. Add the milk or half-and- 
half and beat on low speed until well blend- 
ed. Pour the filling into the pie shell and 
spread evenly with a knife or spatula. Set

the pie on the lower shelf of the preheated 
oven and bake for 2 minutes. 

Meanwhile, prepare the praline topping: 
Combine in a small saucepan the butter and 
sugar. Place on medium-low heat and heat, 
stirring until the butter melts and the mix- 
ture Is well combined. Stir in the pecans and 
vanilla extract, mix well and remove from 
heat. 

Carefully remove the pie from the oven 
and set on a wire rack. Using a tablespoon, 
place a small circle of the nut mixture in the 
center of the pie. Spoon another larger cir- 
cle of nuts near the edge of the pie, creat- 
ing two rows of nuts. Spoon the syrup In the 
pan over the nuts and over the top 
of the pie. 

Return the pie to the oven and bake for 
20 to 25 minutes longer or until the pie Is 
lightly browned around the edges and a knife 
inserted Into the center comes out clean. 
Don't overtake. Cool the pie completely on a 
wire rack before serving. For best flavor and 
to set the filling, chill the pie 30 to 40 min- 
utes. However, many sweet potato pie lovers 
prefer the pie served at room temperature.

Interview with 
David Cronenberg

The new film "Spider" has 
been called by one critic 
"An Unbeautiful Mind." 
Directed by David 
Cronenberg, it stars Ralph Fiennes 
and Miranda Richardson as they 
deal with memory and sanity in a 
polished but brutally illusory man- 
ner, rather than the poetic and ulti- 
mately hopeful "A Beautiful Mind," 
starring Russell Crowe. 

Cronenberg's view of directing 
is total involvement during shooting 
through post-production editing. 
He says, "Clothes affect the veracity 
of an actor's performance, and in 
the case of Spider, you realize in the 
opening scenes how important this 
is." Spider's shirts are layered four 
.deep, and he uses old socks as a 
pouch for his belongings. 
Cronenberg and Fiennes spent con- 
siderable time deciding how many 
shirts he should wear, in what order 
they should be layered, and to what 
extent they are frayed or not. With. 
. respect to nicotine stains on 
Spider's fingers, they decided the 
extent of the coloring and on which 
fingers they would be. 

"Spider" allows us passage 
inside the mind and heart of a 
deranged person, ft is not meant to 
be a study of a disease, but of the 
human condition. Cronenberg says 
that "without memory there is no 
identity." 

Memory is a reality and you 
think it is a fact, though what you 
remember maybe a family tale 
that you later learn was not true. 
Films that merit being seen several 
times are destined to become clas- 
sics. I'm ready to see "Spider" a 
third time.

'Here come the judges' seemed 
to be the battle cry at the grand 
opening ceremony for the "Center 
for Self-Representation" held in the 
lobby of the Lake County 
Courthouse. 

The center is located inside the 
law library and is a gold mine of 
information for anybody wishing to 
represent themselves in court. 

"This Center will help those indi- 
viduals who can't afford an attorney 
or who choose to exercise their 
Constitutional right to represent 
themselves," said the Honorable 
Margaret J. Mullen, Chief Judge of 
the Nineteenth Judicial Circuit 
Court. 
■ m Judge Mullen then introduced 



the Honorable Jane D. Waller who 
\waj^ihstrumerital in obtaining . tile 
granCfor the Center. 

"We are. seeing more and more 
people who are representing them- 
selves," said Judge Waller. Lawyers 
know the rules and pro-se litigants 
generally don't. This is frustrating to 
the judges. Now we can point the 
people to where they can get the 
information they need." 

The Center will allow the public 
to access user- friendly Internet 
resource stations/ read legal 
brochures, and obtain necessary 
forms and information for Small 
Claims Court so they can prepare 
their own cases. 

The Center for Self- 
Representation is the first of its kind 
in the country and one of only a few 
nationwide. 

The Illinois Equal Justice 
Foundation awarded $25,000 to 
Prairie State Legal Services to work 
with the Lake County Court and

Upbeat job scene 

■A comfortable hiring pace is foreseen for 
the Lake County area this spring, according to 
the latest poll of quarterly staffing plans from 
Manpower Inc. 

-"After polling local employers," Bill Tate of 
Manpower said, "the Employment Outlook 
Survey results found. thatf ; 27 percent. are 



intending to add* personnel during the spring 
months, 10. percent foresee labor cutbacks 
and 60 percent will stay with current payrolls. 
The balance, 3 percent, have not finalized 
their plans." 

Tate said that for the April-June period a 
year ago the outlook was fair when 20 percent 
stated they would upgrade their staffing levels, 
while 13 percent expected fewer workers on 
the job.

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EDITORIALS 

Welcome trade: 
jobs for homes 

There are rays of sunshine beginning to break through the 
gloomy clouds of endless rooftops, new strip malls and relent- 
less pressure on homeowners to raise taxes for schools and 
municipal services. 
The sunshine is awareness on a small but growing segment of elected 
officials that the balance in Lake County between residential and com- 
mercial development is seriously out of whack and desperately in need 
of repair. 

Rick Taylor, superintendent of Fremont Elementrary School district in 
rural Mundelein, pulled no punches in describing the long-standing 
focus on residential development as "detrimental" to quality of life. 
Taylor, a relative newcomer from downstate Sangamon County 
(Springfield), says governmental bodies are dealing "with a shallow tax 
base." 

Taylor made these observations at a presentation of how Central 
Range will impact the local economy. Central Range, located off Rte. 
83 between Grayslake and Mundelein, is designed to become a 900 
acre upscale business park with facilities for light industry, offices, 
research, a smattering of retail and some town house units. 

The development gains its corporate authority from the Village of 
Grayslake and impacts directly two elementary school districts, 
Grayslake High School, and is envisioned to send out beneficial eco- 
nomic ripples to Libertyville and Round Lake Park, which border the 
proposed development, and three townships. Grayslake is working 
with Lake County officials to develop inter-govermental agreements 
for infra-structure needs. 

Grayslake Mayor Tim Perry said the Central Range area at build-out 
offers the potential of 6,800 jobs as opposed to 900 homes if allowed to 
develop along traditional residential lines. When completed, in possi- 
bly 10 years, Central Range is projected to produce $16.4 million per 
year in new taxes. Perry said Grayslake's aim is to make Central Range 
"shovel ready" for occupants. 

Except for retail malls, commercial development is not often dis- 
cussed. While Central Range was unveiled for the public, officials of 
Hawthorn Woods were laying the ground work for (surprise) a golf 
course with residential. In a bow possibly to the new awakening of the 
advantages of commercial development, Antioch officials insist tax 
revenue is the driving force behind efforts to land a Wal-Mart super 
box that will enhance the tax base. Antioch, which is operating under 
a residential moratorium, also is eyeing an office research corridor 
astride 1-94 on yet to be annexed land. 

Trading rooftops for jobs comes as something of a novelty, belatedly 
perhaps, but welcome nonetheless. 

April 1 balloting 
no joking matter 

ith the upcoming April 1 consolidated election coincid- 
ing with All Fools Day, cynics and wagsters are doing 
what cynics and wagsters do when confronted with a tar- 
get of opportunity. They're finding comedy in election 
day. A pity. 

All elections are serious business in our book, far too important for 
jokes even when the election falls on a day normally given to more 
. than a bit of levity. 

:y Going to the polls Tuesday, April 1, electors will find a busy ballot. 
Illinois legislators voted several years ago to consolidate the run of 
elections every other spring to simplify, economize and put greater 
emphasis on the process to fill the seats of the many units of local gov- 
ernment for which our state is famous. 

Thus, voters will be choosing representatives for local boards of edu- 
cation, municipal government, park districts, library districts, College 
of Lake County trusteeships, Regional School board, and depending on 
where you live, special units like the Fox Waterway Agency, and ques- 
' lions on raising taxes. Making all these decisions add up to a daunting 
,,.task, an example of the rigors of citizenship. 
,' What's at stake in a nutshell is leadership. Who will run the public 
business and who will make the decisions that affect our daily lives 
every bit as much as the decisions made in Washington, D.C. and 
Springfield. Voters in three municipalities will be determining new 
administrations as mayors of long standing are retiring in Highland 
Park, Lincolnshire and Lindenhurst. Decisions will not be easy. 
When it comes to spending tax dollars, no elected representatives 
. have more power than board of education members. It is a fault of the 
system that school board members probably are the least known of 
elected representatives. This boils down to another reason for the 
importance of voters doing their homework on who is elected to the 
hoard of education. 

Public officials, particularly school leaders, have called attention to the 
fact that many school districts will be on spring break on election day 
witli the result that families will be out of town. To counteract an expect- 
ed drop off in voter turnout, ease of voting absentee is being spotlighted. 
A parting reminder: Do your best to get to the polls Tuesday, April 1. 
Failing to vote could mean that the joke is on you. 
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Can Wal-Mart pay village bills? 



If there ever was a "man with a 
plan," it's Antioch Mayor Taso 
Maravelas, who was willing to 
risk his political future by 
inviting the King Kong of American 
retailing, Wal-Mart, to build anoth- 
er one of its famed big box stores 
on a vacant comer east of town. 

Maravelas, 62, an intense, engag- 
ing businessman who immigrated 
to the U.S. from Greece at age 15, 
lets you know quickly that he's not 
but to commit political suicide by 
throwing out the red carpet for an 
enterprise his critics say will destroy 
much of Antioch's Main St. busi- 
ness. 

Not only will Wal-Mart's success 
rub off on Antioch in the mayor's 
opinion, the commercial behemoth 
will trigger a gush of sales tax 
income that will help restore 
Antioch's financial stability and 
support rebuilding village infra- 
structure he said he found in tatters 
when elected 24 months ago. 

Owner of highly successful restau- 
rants and food service businesses 
serving all of Lake County, 
Maravelas said he inherited a village 
government on the brink of bank- 
ruptcy and loaded down with com- 
mitments to provide service to 15 
new subdivisions. "Antioch hadn't 
repaved a street in 1 5 years. We 
were facing lawsuits everywhere. 
Village employees were unhappy. 
Our village symbol, the Hiram 
Butrick sawmill, wasn't even work- 
ing. Village bills weren't being 
paid. It was one big mess." 

Mayor Maravelas said the old 
tactic of shoving bills under the 
rug literally was true in Antioch's 
case. Soon after sitting down at 
the mayor's desk in the village's 
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antiquated and, crowded office 
center, Maravelas said an unpaid 
bill for $87,000 from 
Commonwealth Edison was 
found under the carpet. "True 
story," he adds grimly. 

In short order, Mayor Maravelas 
installed a new leadership team and 
killed the policy of privatizing essen- 
tial services. One of his first moves 
was sacking the village administra- 
tor who subsequently was indicted 
for misappropriation of funds. He 
also got rid of an out-of-state engi- 
neering firm that designed a water 
tower that wouldn't work. The 
mayor with the help of trustees 
slapped a 18-month moratorium on 
building— except' Wal-Mart and the 
downtown business sector. 

The mayor explained that Antioch 
had gone "overboard on rooftops. 
There was no balance. The village 
was living on building permits, rob- 
bing Peter to pay Paul." 

As stated at the outset, Mayor 
Maravelas has a plan, a vision for 
what he aims to be the most desir- 
able community between Chicago 
and Milwaukee. In less than a year, 
he devised a roadmap. "I'm a 



'downtown guy' '(he, owns a popular 
restaurant on Maih'Stj, but I could 
see that we needed sales tax and* 
. real estate taxes generated by Wal- 
Mart to turn things around; The 
mayor estimates that Antioch's loss 
in tax revenue attributable to Wal- 
Mart arid associated development 
at $150,000 per year. 

As soon as ground is broken for 
Wal-Mart, the mayor expects to sell 
revenue bonds to'generate new 
funding to expand a successful 
senior citizens program into a 
recreational program fopall ages 
• that includes an Olympic-size 
swimming pool) gymnasium, health 
club facilities and outdoor playing 
fields — "for the whole population to 
enjoy." 

The plan for the future also* 
includes construction of a new pub- 
lic works headquarters, expansion of 
sewage treatment works, and 
replacement of the worn out village 
hall which he terms "Lake Count/s 
orphan.','; To provide additional 
"balance," the mayor will create an 
office-research park west ofJ-94., 
He's already working on inter-gov- 
ernmental agreements to make it 
happen. .: , .. . , . . 

With a smile, Maravelas admits 
that his plans will take more than 
one term in office to complete. He 
already has announced that he's 
running for reelection in 2005. 

Besides being a practical busi- 
nessman, Maravelas is a political 
fatalist. "I was elected to do. a job. If 
people don't like what I'm doing, 
they can vote me out of office," he 
declares matterrof-factly. "I'll still 
have my family,; my business and 
my friends. That's what's important 
in life." 



Open meeting doors must be open wide 



Gov. Rod Blagojevich and Arty. 
Gen, Lisa Madigan can give cre- 
dence to their campaign promises 
of government reform by pressing 
for legislation to reform the open 
meetings law in Illinois. We can 
take no pride in having one of the 
weakest open meeting laws in the 
country. Worse yet, as weak as the 
Illinois Open Meetings Act is, tiiere 
is "no teeth" to it, no power to pun- 
ish those who violate it. 

When present House Majority 
Leader Barbara Flynn Currie was 
appointed chairman some years 
ago of a committee to reform the 
open meetings and freedom of 
information laws, I was Hopeful that 
there would be real and meaningful 
changes. Unfortunately, the heat 
from municipal and other govern- 
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ment lobbyists who followed the 
old style tradition that "we ain't ? I * ' 
ready for reform" prevailed, ahd ! - [ <~> i 
only some "Band-Aid" changes 
weathered the storm. 

Abuses of the open meetings 
laws run rampant all over Illinois. 
It's here in Lake County, too, and 
because very few public officials 
who go into executive session for 
one reason or another will ever 



come forward and admit that they 
have crossed the line arid discussed 
matters that should be'done in pub- 
lic, we have only touched "die tip of 
the iceberg." 

Some time ago, in this column, 
I objected to violations by the North 
Shore Sanitary District when it vio- 
lated open meetings law to grant an 
easement to construct the peaker 
power plant in Zion. It had taken 
r telephone votes of board members 
1 Which were ndt|ri accordance with 
' the law. I read recentiy of an allega- 
tion of open meetings violation 
against a school district. 

Last fall, there was a reported

Speaking of phone messages, If you 
were to call our number and we weren't 
home this is what you would hear: "Hello. 
Neither Jan nor I can come to the phone 
right now. Please leave a message and we 
will get back to you as soon as possible." 
; That's very run-of-the-mill, I know. I 
have never been creative enough to concoct 
a really clever message. 



My friends Richard and Peggy are clever 
and creative. Here's their answering 
machine message: 

"Hi, this is Peggy. Richard and I can't 
come to the phone right now (then you hear, 
'Woof, woof, woof, woof, woofl') but our dog 
Nick says, 'If you leave a message after the 
beep we'll get back to you.' " 

I'd like to copy that but can't get our 
dog to bark on cue. He's a whiz-bang, how- 
ever, at barking when you wish he would 
shut up. 

When I was a boy, during the 
Depression, we somehow got along for years 
without a telephone. Now most homes have 
at least two or three. Yesterday's luxuries 
have become today's necessities. How did 
we ever cope without air conditioning, sun- 
screen, cruise control, remote control, 
portable phones, self-adhesive postage 
stamps and highlighter pens? 

A person can't tend his telephone all 
day long. We have to take baths, for example, 
and as everyone knows from high school 
physics when a body is submerged in water 
the phone will ring. 
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its police chief and his department, met in 
secret to.discuss certain incidents that affect- 
ed public safety. 

Surprisingly, the state's attorney, whose 
responsibility it is to handle open meetings 
violations, sat in on the meeting, too. More 
surprisingly, when the local newspaper filed a 
lawsuit under the Illinois Open Meetings Act, 
an, associate judge ruled that the meeting 
wasn't a publicmeeUng after all, but a 
"police interd^eparirpental meeting." When a i 
I majority of a quorjjnraf members of a public 
body meet and discuss public business, that's 
a public meeting period. 

Another recent case was even wackier. It 
happened downstate where members of a 
city council were polled by e-mail on 
whether they should adopt a certain city slo- 
gan. The issue may have been benign and 



nothing to get excited about, but the proce- 
dure and its precedent is a serious matter. 
Any matter of public policy by public bodies 
should be done in open public meetings, not 
by telephone, chat room, or e-mail conversa- 
tions; 

The most important reform that could 
be enacted would be one requiring that when 
public bodies go into executive session, those 
proceedings should be taped so that if there 
is acourt challenge of an open meetings vio- 
lation, the court can have access to the verba- 
tim transcription of the meeting. Of course, I 
attorneys for the public body lobbying 
groups violently object to such an "intru- 
sion." What have they got to hide? If it is a 
legitimate closed meeting and absolutely 
nothing that was discussed in it should have 
been in an open meeting, nothing would be 



divulged by the court. The issue is who is 
going to protect the public if certain matters 
should have been heard in open meetings. 

There are certain other reforms that can 
bring absolute openness to public meetings, 
including ways to enforce the law and pro- 
vide sanctions against abuse. I'm sure both 
the governor and attorney are aware of many 
of them. I was encouraged when I learned 
that Lisa Madigan has a group working on 
this issue, and I hope that I will not be as dis- 
appointed as I was when a legislative com- 
mittee last tackled this issue. 

It is high time that the doors to public 
meetings in Illinois "swing wide open," and 
remain open as long as public business is 
being discussed. 

Gov. Blagojevich and Atty. Gen. 
Madigan, you have the will, along with your 
pledge, to reform government m Illinois. 
With your leadership, you will have the votes 
to strengthen the Illinois Open Meetings Act 
to where, instead of being one of the weakest 
in the country, it can become the strongest in 
the country. 
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" n 1938 Neville Chamberlain, Prime 
Minister of Britain, signed the Munich 
Pact with Germany and announced that 
he had secured "peace in our time."

The answer again will be no,! it 
possesses a risk. The State Health 
Department wants our neighbors and us to 
take the risk. 

If you have a heart attack in Good 
Shepherd's service area the paramedics will 
take you to Good Shepherd. You will receiye 
the best treatment possible but you will be; 
put at risk by being transported to another! 
hospital to complete your treatment Another 
risk for us, being pushed by the State Health 
Department. 

Last not least Is the financial problem.' 
The cost to transport you from Good 
Shepherd to an alternate facility to complete 
treatment for a heart attack is not cheap. If 
you are uninsured, when you return home 
you may suffer another heart attack when j 
you open the air ambulance bill for over 
$6,000. The same holds true for seniors, as 
Medicare will not pay for the air ambulance. 

To have some of us being condemned to 
death by our State Health Department seems 
like cruel and unusual punishment for living 
near Good Shepherd.

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An osteopathic doctor may off you 




Most of the people with whom I speak 
have little or ho knowledge of what an osteo- 
pathic doctor does, nor do they know about 
the similarities and differences between an , 
osteopathic physician (D.O.) and ah allo- 
pathic physician (M.D). The general concept 
people seem to have is that the osteopath 
treats pain in the bones and the muscles with 
manipulation, while the allopathic physician 
is able to treat all kinds of illness with pre-* • 
scription medicine. 

This generalization is partially true, in 
that the osteopath has.learned how to use.his 
hands as a sensitive diagnostic, therapeutic 
instrument. What people need to know is 
that both the D.O. and M.D. are fully quali- 
fied physicians licensed to perform surgery 
and prescribe medicine. In many respects; 
they are very much alike. In some others, 
they are very different. 

I personally discovered this a few years 
ago when traditional medical protocol failed 
to help me. Like millions of people in our 
country, I became a victim of chronic illness 
— headaches and fatigue. I got fat and devel- 
oped hypertension. The medication given to 
me by the M.D. who had been my.doctor for 
fifteen years didn't lower my blood pressure 
very much. In fact, the side effects were 
making me feel lousy. The weight control 
program I was put on was awful because I 
was hungry all the time. It would have been 
all right for my parakeet, but I was still an 
active, young gal who needed to eat real food! 

I was miserable. The program wasn't 
working. 

As a last choice, I decided to make an 
appointment with Dr. Pane Shepherd, an 
osteopath in downtown Chicago who had 
been highly recommended by a friend of 
mine. I wish Dr. Shepherd had been my first 
choice because he was able to help me with 
treatment I had never before experienced 
with any allopathic doctor. 

At that first appointment, he never took 
my blood pressure or had me weigh myself. 
That was good. I hated getting weighed. 
Instead, fully clothed — another good thing, 
he had me lie down on his table while he 
positioned himself in back of me. He slowly , 
cupped his hands around my head and 
began to move his fingers ever so slightly as if

he were feeling for something. Then, by 
gently manipulating that something in my 
head, around my ears and at the base of my 
skull, he was able to produce an amazing 
change. It felt as though there was a tide 
moving inside of me. 

That was one of the procedures and 
methods of treatment Dr. Shepherd used 
that I believe not only saved my life — it 
changed my life. 

I know how strange what he did may 
sound to you, but the scientific- term is called 
palpation. With his hands, he was able to 
determine any imbalance in my body and 
through manipulation, bring about a positive 
change to reverse the imbalance and the ill- 
ness it was causing. 

So amazing and so complex, this branch 
of medical treatment is called Cranial Sacral 
Manipulation. Practiced by only a handful of 
osteopathic physicians, and generally not 
accepted by the majority of medical profes- 
sionals including many osteopaths, this 
manipulation of the cranial area will be my 
topic for next week. 

For now, though, I want to stress the 
importance of general osteopathic principles 
and what I am convinced is the profession's 
great value to human health and total health 
care. This is well stated in a brochure pub- 
lished by the American Osteopathic 
Association that describes osteopathy as 
bringing 

"something extra to medicine". The D.O. 
takes off where traditional medicine ends. 
■ As I mentioned, the D.O uses his hands 
as tool to diagnose and treat illness. Dr. 
Shepherd told me that by touching a patient, 
he can tell if a patient is in a hypertensive 
state, know if a woman is pregnant by feeling 
her pulse three days after conception, and 
diagnose and treat illnesses like diabetes. 



"Diabetes would feel like the back of an 
old farmer's neck that's been in the sim for 
years and years. It's very, very thick, very ; 
rubbery, the higher the blood sugar, the 
worse it is. . . During osteopathic manipula- 
tion, you can definitely bring things under 
control, and you can feel it with your hands." 

Osteopathy is distinguished by its inte- 
grated "whole person" treatment approach. 
Dr. Andrew Taylor Still, who was dissatisfied 
with 19th Century medicine, developed the 
concept in 1874. He identified the muscu- 
• Ioskeletal system as a key element of health. 
He recognized the body's ability to heal itself 
and stressed preventative medicine, eating 
healthy and keeping fit. Believing that many 
of the medications of his day were useless or 
even harmful, he founded a philosophy 
based on concepts.that.date back to 
Hippocrates, the father of medicine. The phi- 
losophy focuses on "the unity of 
all body parts. 

The D.O. treats illness by approaching 
the whole body through the concept of the 
interdependency of all of its organs and sys- 
tems. Organs not functioning properly 
stress and additionally damage other organs 
and systems. High blood pressure or lung 
problems will affect your heart. Osteopathic 
medicine also considers your.emotions. 
Stress can be at the root of a physical prob- 
lem. 

In his brochure, Dr. Richard Feely, also a l 
Chicago osteopath who concentrates in mus- 
culoskeletal work, describes his profession as 
"the most complete form of medicine" in . 
that its approach to human health is to treat 
the whole person-body, mind and spirit. His 
private practice offers a personal touch that 
he feels is missing in many physicians' offices 
today. 

I advise people who are spending a lot of 
time goiqg to doctors, yet failing to get the 
help they need/to seek an osteopath with an 
integrated-medical outlook. A good place to 
find an osteopath in your community is to 
check with the American Academy of 
Osteopaths or the American Osteopathic 
Association, which has a directory of osteo- 
pathic physicians by zip code on 
its Web site.

And then there was one. To get this far in 
the post-season is a feat in itself. Both 
Johnsburg'and Zion-Benton were the last two 
area teams standing. Both were vying for their 
respective school's first-ever trip to State and 
the Elite Eight. Johnsburg, the smallest school 
in the Class AA boy's State basketball tourna- 
ment with a shade over 1,000 students, contin- 
ued.to mow down opponents. The Skyhawks 
manhandled East Moline United 51-22 in the 
Moline super-sectional to earn the school's 
first-ever trip to Peoria and the Elite Eight. They 
will play Glenbrook North in the last quarterfi- 
nal game on Fri., March 21, at 8:15 p.m. 

Meanwhile, speaking of Glenbrook North, 
the Spartans upended the Zion-Benton Zee- 
Bees 71-55 in the Loyola super-sectional. It 
marked the final game for senior All-State 
guard Andre White, who became Zion's all- 
time leading scorer early this season. Here's a 
closer look at both games. 
Bees' magical run ends 

After they had won the Waukegan section- 
al for the third time in five years, the Zion- 
Benton boy's basketball team was feeling it. A 
first-ever trip to Peoria and the Elite Eight, that 
is. But there was one final hurdle for the North 
Suburban Conference champion Bees: a much 
taller Glenbrook North team. 

"Height definitely controls a lot," said All- 
State guard Andre White, who netted 15 points 
in what turned out to be his final game after 
Zion fell to the Spartans, 71-55. It was White's 
final game. He finished with 1,845 careerpoints 
while becoming Zion's all-time leading scorer 
earlier in the year. He wound up finishing 
fourth on the all-time Lake County scoring list. 

"That's. life," continued White, who is 
headed to the University of Wisconsin- 
Milwaukee next fall. "It's very disappointing. 
But we gave it our all. Their (Glenbrook North) 
height really got us tonight. And their zone 
defense slowed us down." 

White hit the nail right on the head. 
Glenbrook North (22-8) owned the boards to 
the tune of a 32-15 advantage in racing away 
with a 71-55 victory and the schools fourth trip 
downstate. The Spartans also used a stifling 2- 



3 zone on defense in the second half, keeping 
Zion from penetrating, which it likes to do. The 
result was several forced shots for die Bees, 
who didn't have a bad night shooting with 50 
field goal shooting. Thing is, they were one- 
and-done numerous times down the court. 

"Give them credit," said Andre's cousin and 
fellow senior, MacArthur White. "Even though 
we lost, the thing that really stands out this sea- 
son is the teamwork and togetherness we had." 
That zone defense of Glenbrook North kept 
: Zion from penetrating. MacArthur, who usually 
shares inside scoring duties with junior Quincy 
Rogers, was held to just four points. 

Speaking of The Truth, Quincy Rogers 
helped vauItZion to a 31-28 lead at half by scor- 
ing 11 of his 19 points in the first 16 minutes. 
But the Spartans closed the third quarter with a 
15-5 run and the lead for good at 49-38 by quar- 
ter's end. Zion head coach, Don Moth, whose 
program has won 20 games or more the past 
seven seasons, said the end of the third period 
set the tone for the remainder of the game. 

"They hit a three-pointer at the buzzer (to 
end the third)," said the coach. "That turned 
an eight-point game into a 11 -point deficit. We 
couldn't overcome that. But I'm very proud of 
our guys. They kept battling, just like they have 
all season." 

Zion did in fact have a season to be proud 
of, winning the Mather Thanksgiving tourna- 
ment and Luther North Christmas Classic. 
Sandwiched in between the Bees' only two 
losses to Libertyville and then Grant was a 17- 
game winning streak. 

"That's a very good basketball team," said 
Glenbrook North's Eytan Azaria, who poured 
in a game-high 23 points. "It was a battle for 
everything, kind of like a football game. They 
(Zion) are very athletic and physical. We just 
found our groove and were able to use our 
height and zone defense to our advantage." —

Skyhawks poised to leave mark 

There were still about 20 seconds left on 
the clock when the crowd started to gather at 
one end of The MARK of the Quad Cities, with 
a large area set aside for the facility's other use, 
hockey games. 

With the clock ticking to 18, 16, 15 seconds, 
then the final 7, 6, 5, die crowd neared the 
court, ready to celebrate. A 51-22 dismantling 
of East Moline United sent the confetti drop- 
ping on die Johnsburg fans at mid-court. 

The 31-1 Skyhawks are going to Peoria. 

The win, witnessed by 5,200 fans in down- 
state Illinois, caused some players to take a trip 
down memory lane and what brought them to 
the final eight 

"L started to play basketball in third grade. I 
went to Mondni Grade School in McHenry, but 
came to Johnsburg my freshman year. This is a 
great bunch of guys. There is something really 
special in the way that we jelled. People think 
that it is all about John (Smith), but we have so 
many people who can step up," said senior for- 
ward Adam Vesley. "We're playing our top bas- 
ketball. We were so jacked up since Friday (the 
sectional tide win over Rockford Boylan)." 

Head Coach Ed Sennett took in the jubila- . 
tion, and once again capped off the cutting- 
down-the-net ceremony. 

"This is a great feeling. But this just did not 
happen overnight. It started four years ago, 
when I brought up a freshman guard to sit on 
the bench for die varsity games. I told him 
(Brad Preston) that he would not play, but to 
just "sponge it up.' Then John Smith and 
Shane Neiss came along." 

Smith started slow, but contributed 14 
points as well as in many other areas. He intimi- 
dated the Panthers with seven blocked shots and 
10 rebounds. He made 8-for-10 from the free- 
throw line, one team strength on a 14-16 night.

You could see the tired look on their faces as 
the final period wore on, Exhaustion turned to 
desperation. Or vice-;versa. A great run was com- 
ing to an end for the Libertyville Wildcats. 

Great in a sense that nobody expected them 
to be playing Zion-Benton for a sectional title. 
The last time libertyville, the second seed in the 
regionals, was in this position was 1994 when the 
late Matt Heldman was busy leading them to 
fourth place in the State. 

But now, after that nine-year absence, the 
'Cats had returned to Lake County basketball's 
upper echelon. 

"We lost three starters (Pete Silvestri, Joel 
Castner,.Dan Weriy) to graduation and weren't 
expected to do too much at the beginning of the 
season," said senior point-guard and floor leader 
Austin .Yarc. "We're disappointed we lost tonight, 
but in the same token, we're very satisfied with 
howfarwegoL" 

Yarc, a four-year varsity player, was, and has 
been, the floor leader all season. He penetrated 
and dished. He took off-balance .shots. When 
that wasn't working, he'd fire away from three- 
point range, all to the tune of 10 points and seven 
assists per clip. Unfortunately, the last act of 
magic came against Zion, who ended up pulling 
away for a 64-53 victory before a jam-packed 
crowd at the 'Dog Pound'. It was Zion's second 



sectional title in three years. Yarc was limited to 
six points in the contest after hitting for 15 in the 
semifinal win over Lake Forest 

For Yarc and Libertyville, it was a memorable 
23-6 campaign, which included a tie for second 
(with Warren) in the North Suburban 
Conference's like Division. Things didn't start 
out well at all, though, for the 'Cats. The team was 
1-3 to begin the year as senior post-player Ryan 
Schwerman was sidelined with a broken wrist 

"He was a big part of our post game," said 
Libertyville head coach, Jim Goodwin. "When he 
returned, we kind of took off. With Ryan in there, 
everyone settled into their roles." 

The Cats had a sound perimeter game to go 
along with Schwerman, Jared Taylor and Dan 
Gibbons pounding away in the paint Senior Ben 
Engstrom (12 ppg), Yarc and Gibbons were large- 
ly responsible for that Engstrom finished the 
year sixth in the County in three pointers made 
(48). Yarc was tied for eighth (31). Matt Zurek and 
Schwerman could also step out anytime and 
shoot the 3-ball. 

When Schwerman returned to the lineup, the 
'Cats rolled off 10 straight wins. That included 
handing Zion one of its two losses on the season, 
a 60-50 victory at Libertyville Dec. 14. The team 
also turned some heads in winning the always- 
competitive Wheeling Christmas tournament 
where they were 5-0. Yarc was the tourney MVP. 

"That was kind of were, we knew this was 
going to be a good year," said Goodwin. "We 



moved and shot the ball well and played good 
defense." 

Goodwin and the 'Cats' offense was certain- 
ly no stranger to scoring. They averaged close to 
60 points per game. Schwerman will be missed 
next year, but his 14 points and seven boards per 
contest should be filled nicely by senior-to-be 
Gibbons, who tore it up in the two sectional 
games at Waukegan, with his hustle, scoring and 
rebounding. He hit for a team-high 16 points 
against the Bees before fouling out late in the 
game. 

Besides Dan Gibbons, the rest of the return- 
ing players will include Kyle Bruett, Steve Olson, 
Curtis Goodwin, Chris Jansen, Kevin Morkin 
and Jesse Conrad. Goodwin showed tenacity in 
the Zion game, with some pressure defense on 
the Bees' All-State guard in Andre White. Jansen 
was a spark as well off the bench. Joining Yarc, 
Engstrom, Schwerman and Zurek of those grad- 
uating this spring includes the likes of Bill 
Hogan, David Branham, Jared Taylor and Jim 
Gibbons. 

Hogan usually came in for Yarc or Zurek. His 
tenacity and fighting for lose balls were among 
his biggest strengths. Taylor, usually first off the 
bench for the startingpost players, showed inside 
prowess. He had a career and season- high 22 in a 
hotly contested win over Hersey back in January. 

"I'm very proud of the guys," said Goodwin. 
"We had a great run. Hopefully we can build on 
that for the future."

Prepare for a Job Fair Before Attending 

By Scott T. Fleiscbmann \ 

As spring approaches, and with it comes the job fair sea- 
son. The candidates who are most successful .at these 
events have two things in common. Firstly, they plan and 
prepare to get the right interviews. Then they know what to 
expect when they arrive at the fair, and how to make the most 
of the available time, 

The job fair is an opportunity to meet with recruiters Imme- 
1 diately. This shortened process eliminates the first step, the 
application. Normally, one needs to send in a resume or fill 
out an application (or both) before getting an opportunity to 
meet those whom will make the hiring decision. At a job fair, 
candidates meet the recruiters before they have even seen 
the resume. 

With thai in mind, It is important to make a good first 
impression so that the recruiter will want to proceed with the 
Interviewing and hiring processes. Here are some Ideas on 
how to prepare lor a job fair. 

Know the companies that will be attending. This Informa- 
lion can normally be found In the newspapers that sponsor 
the event. If the advertisement for the job fair does not list 
the attending companies, look at all of the employment ads. 
Those who are attending will normally identify themselves In 
those ads. 

Alter Identifying the companies, go to their web sites to find 
out more about them, and the skills that they need. Based 
on that information prioritize the companies that sound like 
good possibilities, those that need your skills and provide the; 
environmenl, benefits and culture that meet your needs, 
Then make sure to slop at all of those companies during the 
fair. 

Prepare resumes long before the event. Have them print- 
ed on good quality paper.-. Print enough of them so that you 
will have enough. Plan to bring 25% more resumes lhan the 
number of companies that will attend Ihe fair, just In case , 
some companies want more than one resume. 

Getting to meet Ihe recruiters before applying Is a signifi- 
cant advantage only when the candidate makes a good first 
Impression. The lirst step In making the desired Impact is , 
good grooming. In addition lo normal hygiene, plan to get a 
haircut or trim several days before the job fair. Shoes should 
be clean and polished, 

For man, make sure that fingernails are clean and neatly 
1 clipped. Facial hair needs lo be conservatively trimmed. 
Women who use nail polish should do so conservatively. 
Jewelry should be simple, not gaudy or overused. I recom- 
mend the rule of seven for jewelry, never wear more than 
seven pieces of Jewelry. An earring In each ear, a watch, a j 
ring and a necklace would allow two other accents. 

Plan to dress at Ihe upper echelon for your profession. A j 
good test Is lo dress at the level ol the manager to whom you 
report. For those In a profession, that Is probably a conser- 
vative suiU{lor.both men and women.) For Ihose in the 
trades, that could'be clean Jeans or work pants with a casu- 
al shirt. ;lf in.doubt, it never hurts to dress slightly better. Plan 
to gel dry cleaning. or laundry and pressing done before Ihe 
event to avoid a last minute rush. 

That covers (he preparation for the job lair. Next lime we 
will explore whal to expscl at Ihe fair and how to get the best 
results when you attend.
